indicate Moscow is on the verge 
of trying another space shot. 


There is much speculation this 


might be a spacecraft carrying a 
man, rather Hum a collection of 
animals. 


The possibility the Soviets might 


send up (wo men at once is rea- 
sonable speculation, a U.S. space 
official said informally. 


The Soviet have the capability 


of a big booster rocket and large 
capsule, he said. And "solving the 
problems of re-entry and life sup- 
port is no harder for two men 
than for one." 


Many space and rocket experts 


think the race to put a man in 
space is almost sure to go to the 
Soviets. The Soviets long 'have 
had much more powerful booster 
rockets.

U.S. Now Has 
Obsolete 
A-Weapons 


By PRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Unit- 


ed Stales has built up such an 
arsenal of new and improved nu- 
clear weapons that it has started 
relegating obsolescent models to 
retirement, the Atomic Energy 
Commission disclosed today. 


The 
AEC 
said the nation's 


present nuclear weapons strength 
—both in numbers and variety- 
offers 
a 
"powerful 
deterrent 


against aggression." 


But the AEC added this alert 


to its annual report to Congress: 
Further 
dramatic advances in 


weapons are possible through fur- 
ther nuclear testing, and therefore 
a threat to the free world is "im- 
plicit in n continued unpoliced 
moratorium on weapons testing." 


The commission indicated its 


belief in the possibility that the 
Soviet Union may have been con- 
ducting underground sneak tests 
of weapons during the current 
moratorium, in effects in 1958. 


"This commission is full in ac- 


cord." said the report, "with the 
national policy of attaining cessa- 
tion of nuclear weapons tests un- 
der a treaty that would establish

TellsCotton 
Growers to 
Be Cautious 


MEMPHIS (AP) - J. Craig 


Smith, president of the National 
Cotton Council, cautioned today 
against trying to prejudge what 
the Kennedy administration plans 
to do in the matter of cotton legis- 
lation. 


He spoke at the opening general 


session of the council's 23rd an- 
nual convention. Council commit- 
tees have been at work since last 
Friday. 


Smith, of Sylacauga, Ala., up- 


held the present cotton law, en- 
acted in 1958. He said it "had the 
overwhelming 
support 
of 
the 


cotton industry." 


The law permits the secretary 


of agriculture great fredom La 
making decisions on price sup- 
ports, adequate cotton carryovers 
from year to year, and acreage 
allotments. 


Smith said the council's only 


concern was: "will the law be ad- 
ministered wisely and judicious 
ly?" traditionally, the council has 
been for a minimum of govern' 
ment control in domestic cotton 
matters. 


Smith 
touched 
also on 
the 


matter of imports, which he pre- 
dicted will continue upward "even 
to the point of destroying our 
domestic market" unless 
the 


government takes action. 


He said foreign competitors pay
